The Reliance*! Ultimate Triumph Is 
Now Conceded, Even By Sir Thos. 
Llfpton Himself, to Be Mn^ 
ply a Formalltyt 

New Ynrlt, Sept. I. — Again Monday 
the beautiful cup defender Reliance 
failed to register her third victory 
over Lijptoa's challenger because the 
wind died to noOdng and tiM time 
limit of Are and a half hours expired 
before she could reach this flnlsh line. 
Her margin was approximately the 
same as on Thursday last She was 
, less than a half mile from the finish 
when the gun sounded. The Bham- 
rock III. was a faint binr on the hori- 
zon, frilly two and a lillf miU's astern. 
Reliance's failure to score the race 
was the more exasjn rating because her 
ultimate triumph is now conceded, 
even by Sir Thomas himself, to be sim- 
ply a formality. The snperlority of 
the Herreshocr boat in any kind of 
weather is ac knowitdRpd by the yacht, 
ing critics of both sides of the Atlan- 
tic an;l Monilay's fluke only prolongs 
the agony of the contest that has al- 
ready been decided. 

The waning Interest In the cup races 
■:*'s strikingly Illustrated by the size 
of the observation Heet of sliijis which 
■went down to the ocean race course 
Monday could be dignilled by such a 
title. Outside of the revenue cutters, 
which petroled the course. It Consist- 
ed of half a dozen side wheelers, with 
almost empty decks, a few seagoing 
tugs and a score of steam yachts. The 
easterly wind and rain Sunday night had 
served to knock down the sea some- 
what, although it was rough enough 
the first two hours of the race to make 
the boats tumble about a good deal 
and the yachts to plunge and stagger 
en their way to the oiiter mark. Hut 
as the day wore on the wind hauled 
to the north and fell to a mere zephyr, 
hardly strong enough to round out the 
enormous canvases of the sloops, and 
the sea subsided to a smooth surface. 

The race was spiritless from the be- 
ginning. It was laid 15 miles to wind- 
ward up the Lung Island sliore and re- 
turn. Its saving feature was the start, 
in which Capt. Wringe, by a pretty 
piece of maneuvering, neatly turned 
the tables on the Yankee skipper and 
captured the windward birth. Even So, 
the yachts crossed the line abreast like 
a harnessed team of horses. 

But within 15 minutes the defender 
was showing her heels to the challen- 
ger and when the float at the outer 
mark was reached she rounded it 20 
minutes and 23 seconds ahead of her 
rival. In the five times the boats have 
met this was by far the worst beating 
Shamrock III. haa had in windward 
work. The only interest which re- 
mained after that was as to whether 
Reliance would be able to reach the 
flnlsh line in time to score the race.

WAR ISJMMINENT. 

KotUng Short of ft Mincle Will 
Prerent HostiUtiei Between 
Turkey and Bolgariik

Authorltiea Heipleea, 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Sopt 1. — Both In 
official and revolutionary circles the 
opinion is freely held that war be- 
tween Bulgaria and Turkey la immi- 
nent and can be averted by nothing 
short of a miracle. It Is not expected 
that either government will formally 
declare hostilities, but the prevailing 
conditions wiU force on a war. 

There le bo question that large num- 
bers of insurgents have recently cross- 
ed the frontier. An executive out- 
break In Northern Macedonia la poo- 
Bible any day. 

The Antonomie prints a telegram 
from Constantinople declaring that the 
sultan, Informed by the counsels of 
flerniany, now favors a war with Bul- 
garia. The Turks here, however, take 
an optimistic view, asaerting that 
there Is no danger of a war, as Turkey 
does not desire one and Prince Fwdi- 
nand and the present Bulgarian gov- 
ernment are not in a position to force 
hostilities. 

The Bulgarian agent at Uskub re- 
ports that the detachmenta of Turkish 
troops sent to garrison the small 
towns in that vilayet have spread de- 
struction along their route; the vil- 
lagers have been robbed and beaten, 
the women violated gnd the Chrlatian 
population subjected to every con- 
ceivable outrage, while the local au- 
thorities appear to be helpless to stop 
the atrocities. At the village ot 
Drachevo, six miles tr<mi Uskub^ the 
soldiers attacked all the peasants 
without the gendarmes interfering on 
behalf of the latter. The Bulgarian 
agents specifies similar excesses in 
many other villages and the position 
of the Bulgarian residents Is reported 
to be terrible, as the craeltlea com- 
mitted by the Turkish anthorttlea ex- 
ceeded all limits. 

Up to 6 o'clock Monday evening 
Prince Ferdinand had not arrived in 
Sofia, and the court ofllclala declare 
that they are without IpfOTMatlOn as 
to his movements. 



EMPLOYES OF THE NAVY. 



No Oeoa«ion For Them to Take the 
Oath of Alleglanee. 

Washington. Sept. 1.— As a result of 
an investigation of the question Acting 
Secretary Darling, of the navy depart- 
ment, has concluded that there Is no 
occasion for any action by the navy de- 
partment at this time on the proposi- 
tion that all employes of the navy de- 
partment and navy yards be required 
to take the oath of allegiance to the 
United States. He found upon inquiry 
th%t only citizens of the United States 
and only such non-citlz^s aa have 
been honorably discharged from the 
army, navy or marine corps are ellpi- 
ble for employment in tlie naval en 
tablishment

Yield in Thie Country Batlmated at 
10^4)00 ■uahole Thia Year. 

Waahlngton, Sept 1. ( l e dre tary Wil- 
son has asked the department ot com 
merce and labor to ascertain through 

the consular servlco suitable markets 
for macaroni wheat, a hard grain com- 
mon In some European coimtrles and 
whose crops are increasing rapidly in 
the United States. Secretary Wilson 
saya that the macaroni wheat yield 
in this country this year, according to 
the most commonly accepted estimate, 
1> 10,000,000 bushels, against 2,000,000 
a year ago, and he predicts that next 
year'a crop will be 2r..oo(i,(in(i bushels.

Mero^en Than Women Are Bom In 
the Windy City. 

Chicago, Sept 1.— An Bveless Chi- 
cago Is threatened. Already Chicago 
is a city of men and boys and each 
year sees the fair sex becoming more 
and more a minority. The health de- 
partment's last bulletin says: 

"Durittg the last SO year Chicago 
has averaged 6.S per cent more males 
than females while New York, Phila- 
delphia and Boston averaagc from 3 to 
7 per cent more females than males. 
Not only this, but Cbicugo's male 
death rate la the lowest of the four 
ciUea." ^

times and then fired a bullet Into his 
own brain. The woman is seriously 
wounded. Schlicker is dead.

Frenchman and German Arrested in 
Cludad Bolivar For Refuging to 
Fay Taxea Already Faid. 



All Aliens Who Dare to Present Claims 
Against Venezuela, According to 
the Reeent Protoeoli Are Bo* 
Ing Hunted Down. 

Colombia, Venezuela, Sept. 1. — A 
gibbet waa erected in a street of this 
city Sunday on which was hanged an 
effigy representing a. foreigner, and 
the populace beat the dummy with 
sticks amid shouts of "Death to for- 
eigners." Two leading traders, M. Pa- 
lazzl, a Frenchman, and Herr Sprick, 
a German, were recently arrested in 
Cludad Bolivar by order of President 
Castro for refusing to pay their taxes^ 
which bad already been collected by 
the revolutionists during the latter's 
occupation of the city. Many other 
persons were aleoi arrested on the 
same charge. 

The French and German miniaters 
at Caracas protested and obtained Qte 
immediate release of their fellow coun- 
trymen. 

Gen. Rolando and 200 rebel ofl[lcer9, 
who were captured at Cludad Bolivar, 
have arrived at Maricaibo. They were 
incarcerated in the fortress ot San Car- 
los with their feet In irons. 

Wlllenistad, Island of Curacao, Sept. 
1. — Harsh Injustice is being meted out 
to foreigners residing in the Interior 
of Venezuela where the local authori- 
ties are hunting down all foreigners 
which dare to present elalma agahMt 
"Venezuela in accordance with the re* 
cent protocol. Near Coro a local tri- 
bunal refused to accept the testimony 
of five Italians. On the letter insist- 
ing In tendering their depositions, 
three were arrested and thrown into 
Jail. Two ot them attempted to es- 
cape and were fired upon, on being 
killed. The Venezuelan government 
does not deny this occurrence, but is 
doing nothing to prevent repetitions. 
It is learned on good authority that 
letters sent to foreigners from ik» 
Italian and other legations, instruct- 
ing them to send In their claims, were 
seized in the po«t so as to prevent the 
claims from arriving in Caracas in due 
time.

)iit ( f Cievi-Iiind relrttt s some facts in re- 
Kitrd totbcireffecton farm vaines. Itsaya: 
'Natorally land valnea have climbed op 
rapidly since these roads have made this 
section niorf u(!ce9>iibie. Farms between 
Willooghby and Paineaville that f jnnerly 
sold fort7Sortl00peracre,now flodbuy- 
.-rs easily a' J1'>0 These two electric 
roads are not doiogao much aa they ought 
in freight neoommodatioir to this rsgton. 
Most 0< the KBrdeners, fruit raisers, and 
i(< neral farmers still take tbeir produce to 
Cleveland by wagon, aa of yore, because 
the electric cars not only do not 
carry heavy freight, but their package 
freight charges are pactically prohibitive 
of profitable tranaportatlon for the farmer. 

"A good farm south of Oberlin that 
was purchased for per acre before 
the electric road waa built, sold for $45 
per acre very soon after the constmetion 
of the line. 

"Mercbaots of thriving auburbin towni 
have generally at first bitterly opposed 
the construction of these electric roads, 
because they feared injury to their trade 
on account of the cheaper rates to Cleve- 
land, but inquiry of merchants and busi- 
ness men in several of these towns reveals 
the fart that, in gtaMtlt business has in- 
creaaed. Dry goods marduuita have suf- 
fered eome, but moat of them say that 
custom has ( hanged, tlie trade in the more 
ezpenaive linea like carpets, nice dresa 
goods, etc., going more to thedty.bnt on 
staple cottons and Itbaoaand small sup- 
plies it baa improvad» especially during 
the winter months, whra bad weather 
and roads formerly kept ronntry people 
at home. Grocers, in general, tell us that 
while they notice but small increases in 
tbeir country trade, yet they appreciate 
the electric lines, because they render it 
easier to get supplies from the country in 
winter, bad weather or boay aummer aea- 
son. Some of the hardware men were 
coiJHervative ; eome enthusiastically de- 
clared that the trolleya had increased aalea 
15° to 20 per cent And men's clothiers 
very generally testify to 25 or '\0 per cent, 
better trade then before. In the towns 
in which we know something aboot the 
stores before and after the advent of el- 
ectric roade, we can not aee that the stores 
have retrograded or disappeared. Indeed, 
they have vastly improved ; they carry 
better lineb of goods because tbeir custo- 
mers get about and see stylcR and quali- 
tiea, and demand it. It baa made livelier 
buaineaa methods and the live merchant 
succeeds where the foesil loses trade and 
goes under. A few complained that they 
had '*to huatle" with all aorta of achemes 
to attract trade, and we noticed that the 
com plalnera'. stores were not very bright 
or lively. Electric roads wake up the me^ 
chants as well aa the people."
